Center  Professor 
Receives  Doctorate 

Professor  Stuart  Weiss  was  re- 
cently granted  a  doctrine  in  the 
field  of  histoiy  and  political  science 
from  the  University  of  Chicago 
after  doing  research  on  his  final 
thesis,  "The  New  Deal  and  Col- 
lective Security,  1933-1936;  The 
Roots  and  Development  of  a  for- 
eign Policy",  at  the  F.  Roosevelt 
Library  at  Hyde  Park,  New  York 
and  in  the  State  Department 
Archives. 

Dr.  Weiss  earned  his  B.S.  degree 
in  1955  and  his  degree  in  1056  both 
from  the  University  of  Michigan 
in  the  field  of  history  and  political 
science.

Red  Cross  Will 
Plan  Committee  On 
EducationalRelations 

In  order  to  acquaint  college  stu- 
dents with  their  civic  responsibil- 
ities, the  American  Red  Cross  is 
forming  an  Educational  Relations 
Committee.  It  is  the  aim  of  this 
commitee  to  show  college  students 
how  the  Red  Cross  is  organized, 
what  part  it  takes  in  community 
life,  and  where  college  students 
will  fit  into  the  Red  Cross  volun- 
tary civic   service   program. 

Center  English  instructor,  Mrs. 
Wilson  D.  Criswell,  is  on  the  Fort 
Wayne  commitee  which  is  headed 
by  Dr.  Robert  Schnabel  of  Con- 
cordia Senior  College.  Although 
the  Educational  Relations  Commit- 
tee is  still  in  its  formative  stages, 
Mrs.  Criswell  reported  that  the  Red 
Cross  has  high  hopes  that  it  will  be 
even  more  active  than  the  Junior 
Red  Cross. 

The  Junior  Red  Cross  has  been 
one  of  the  most  active  organiza- 
tions in  the  grade  schols  across  the 
United  States  in  the  past  years. 
Lately  the  high  schools  have  been 
included  in  the  program  with  en- 
thusiastic results.  Many  of  the  high 
school  students  are  even  helping  as 
lab  assistants  in  hospitals  through- 
out the  country. 

The  college  students  are  now 
being  asked  to  form  a  new,  ad- 
vanced, third  level  organization  to 
supplement  the  present  school 
groups.  The  college  students  will 
be  able  to  give  blood  in  one  large 
organized  group;  put  on  shows  for 
the  Allen  County  Home,  Orphan's 
Home,  and  Veteran's  Hospital; 
form  a  driver's  corps  to  drive  mo- 
bile blood  trucks  and  emergency 
ambulances;  and  help  in  the  various 
disaster  units. 

After  a  faculty  meeting  of  in- 
structors from  all  the  Fort  Wayne 
colleges,  the  students  will  be  given 
an  opportunity  to  attend  the  first 
organizational  meeting.  At  this 
meeting  the  aim  and  goal  of  the 
Red  Cross  will  be  presented  and  the 
students  wil  be  shown  how  the  Red 
Cross  can  help  them  fulfill  their 
civic    responsibility. 

This  is  a  fine  opportunity  for  all 
students  to  take  an  active  interest 
in  their  community.  The  date  of 
the  first  meeting  wil  be  announced 
in  the  RIVETER.  For  further  in- 
formation students  should  contact 
Mrs.  Criswell. 


others,  to  create  a  better  under- 
standing and  closer  feeling  be- 
tween the  faculty  and  student  body 
is  the  purpose  of  the  group  meet- 
ings.

Society  was  also  hrought  into  the 
discussion,  and  it  was  found  that 
most  students  were  unaware  of  the 
fact  that  the  namesake  of  the 
organization,  John  Birch  was  ex- 
ecuted in  a  country  in  the  Eastern 
Hemisphere  because  Birch  created 
a  situation  that  caused  a  Chinese 
army  officier  to  lose  face  before 
his  subordinates,  and  the  officier 
had  no  choice  but  to  command  the 
American's  death  to  regain  his 
self  respect. 

Said  one  student  about  the  ses- 
sions, "It  is  important  for  one  to 
learn  by  studying  text  books,  but 
I  think  that  more  group  discussions 
like  this  one  involving  a  lively 
interplay  of  minds  are  equally 
important.  Without  this  ability  to 
weigh  other  persons  ideas  and 
solutions",  he  continued,  "one  is 
just  wandering  in  a  darkness  of  his 
own  biased  mind".

Parking  Again 

Once  again  the  problem  of  parking-  has  become  a  subject 
of  interest  in  the  booth  area,  a  place  well  known  for  its  stimu- 
lating conversation.  As  readers  of  the  Riveter  know,  a  solution 
of  sorts  was  put  forth  recently  by  some  of  the  center  student 
body.  While  we  agree  that  parking  for  the  average  student 
does  on  occasion  take  on  the  form  of  a  hardship  (limited  space, 
parking  tickets,  etc.),  and  that  a  solution  to  this  problem  is 
necessary,  we  cannot  agree  with  or  support  that  solution  men- 
tioned above. 

Washington,  and  in  fact  most  seats  of  government  in 
today's  world,  are  loaded  with  people  forged  into  uressure 
groups  whose  only  purpose  for  being  is  that  of  "getting  some- 
thing for  nothing",  a  dream  which  has  rapidly  evolved  into  a 
chimera  as  the  bills  for  these  favors  come  due.  If  then  the 
products  of  amodern  education  propose  a  solution  to  a  problem 
which  is  so  oriented  as  to  favor  a  particular  person  or  group 
of  persons  whereby  forcing  others  to  suffer,  then  perhaps 
something  is  lacking  in  that  education.  Are  we  as  students 
entitled  to  special  rights  which  no  one  else  can  experience? 
The  Soviet  Union,  which  does  subsidize  its  students,  would  an- 
swer yes,  but  this  is  not  the  Soviet  Union,  this  is  a  socitey 
dedicated  and  structured  so  as  to  permit  individuals  to  exist 
as  such  (exception  from  the  Social  Psychologists  duly  noted). 
This  is  not  to  say  that  we  should  accept  the  present  conditions, 
but  we  are  saying  that  there  is  more  than  one  solution  to  this 
parking  problem,  and  before  wp  ^sk  «nm»nnp  pIsp  with  the 
same  lights  as  you  and  I  to  give  up  something  (in  this  case, 
a  parking  space)  for  us,  we  should  first  exhaust  all  other 
possibilities. 

Therefore,  why  not  band  together  as  a  unit  and  make 
arrangements  with  a  parking  lot  to  park  regularly  there. 
Because  there  would  be  many  such  parkers,  we  would  be  able 
to  obtain  lower  rates  by  guaranteeing  the  management  of  the 
lot  of  acertain  constant  income.  These  rates  would  certainly 
be  lower  in  the  long  run  than  the  amount  paid  out  by  some  for 
parking  violations,  and  if  they  were  not  ,  .  .  then  pehaps  some- 
one has  made  much  of  nothing.  Paying  our  own  way;  being  a 
little  more  independent,  is  certainly  a  desireable  virtue  and 
even  a  necessary  one  of  a  college  graduate  if  he  is  to  contribute 
something  to  his  society.  You  make  not  like  the  above  situ- 
otion,  so  okay,  fine!  You  submit  another.

Sixty-seven  area  women  are  en- 
rolled in  the  Parkview  School  of 
Nursing  in  the  Freshmen  Class 
taking  work  here.  This  group  is 
of  average  size  in  comparison  to 
those  classes  that  have  taken  part 
of  their  work  at  Purdue  Center 
over  a  period  of  twelve  years,  al- 
though some  classes  have  numbered 
as  high  as  eighty-five  in  enrollment. 
Dr.  Sink  Explains  Course 

Doctor  Winefred  Sink,  explains 
that  novice  nightingales  will  learn 
on  a  classroom  basis  until  Decem- 
ber, when  they  will  begin  patient 
care  on  a  limited  basis  in  the  hos- 
pital. With  the  beginning  of  the 
summer  quarter  of  19C2,  will  come 
a  forty-eight  hour  week  of  clinical 
service  anil  classes  for  the  students 
and  the  young  women  will  have 
their  first  real  taste  of  the  pro- 
fession.

Classes  at  Parkview  Memorial 
School  of  Nursing  are  taught  by 
Miss  Marie  Kolter,  Director  of 
Nurses;  Mrs.  Jo  Ann  Dever,  who 
professes  in  fundamentals  of  nurs- 
ing; and  her  assistants,  Mrs.  Myra 
Ford,  Mrs.  Elenore  Johnson,  and 
Mrs.  Judith  Billman.
